Tbe Omissions. 

Having inndo a carsory disposition 
of the conditions submitted by tho 
Executive as tho basis of the proposed 
union with Canada, let us consider for 
a little what we conceive to ba the 
omissions, to the supplying of whiob 
• it is hoped tho Legislative Council will 
give aUontiou; Proceeding to deal 
■with these in the order of their rolative 
importance, wo mnst be permitted to 
plaoa the subject of Responsible Gov- 
ernment in the foreground. Without 
lasticity of principle 
some would-bo tribunes 
of tbe people to advocate one thing one 
day and tho opposite tho next, our 
belief in tbo fitness of this colony for » 
judicious exercise of tbo rights of self-' 
government remains undisturbed, The 
niBu who believes that the authorities 
at Ottawa, or rather, tbo pooplo of 
Canada, for it really comes to that, 
can manage onr local affairs better 
than wo can do ourselves bas a porfoct 
right to hold such nn opinion; but w o 
imagine there are few persons in Ibis 
colony who will conour in so palpable 
an absurdity. Tbo right to a voieo In 
the expenditure of revenues to which 
they contribute is one enjoyed by all 
free. born Britons, aud which can only 
be forfeited by high crime or misdomca- 
nor. Was it a crime for British sub- 
jects to cross an ocean and a continent 
to establish and consolidate the insti- 
tutions and authority of their country 
on tho shoros of the Pacific? The co- 
lonists have already spent a wholo de- 
cade in seeking a restoration of those 
rights bought by tho blood of their 
forefathers, wrested from the aristoc- 
racy of .England by plebeian stool; and 
it would, indeei', bo strango it tbe oon> 
Btitotional cbaogeB about to take place 
wero unaccompanied by this long* 
sought politioal manumission. The 
colonists will look to tho Legislative 
Council to have included in tho terms 
of union such a provision as will entitle) 
British Columbia to a constitution based 
upon the great principle of responsi- 
bility to tho people — a guarantee 
that the affairs of the colony shall bo 
administered according to tho well- 
understood wishes of the tax-pnjors. 
This tbe colonists ask not as a favor or 
concession. They demand it as a right! 
"When it is remembered that tho Indian 
population of this colony boars so large 
• proportion to that ot the whites, one 
would naturally expeot to find in the 
schedule of terms some allusion to the 
important subject of au Indian policy. 
"We are aware that Canada has her 
Indian policy; and we aro also aware 
that it is one which has proved emi- 
nently successful. It may be assumed 
that, as a matter of coarse, the Indian 
policy of Canada would extend over 
British Columbia as the result of union; 
yet in dealing with conditions of onion, 
it may be well to assume nothing that 
oan be easily and properly expressed in 
explicit words. The question of an 
Indian policy is surely one of sufficient 
importance to entitle it to specific metin 
tioa; nnd it should bo distinctly under* 
stood that the Dominion Government, 
Will be prepared to at once organize an 
efficient Indian department, with all its 
neoessary agencioB, in British Columbia. 
Tho subject of a geological survey is 
one which ought also to have been pro, 
vidod for. Tbo imponanoo of suob a 
survey in this colony cannot easily be 
overestimated. At proBont searching 
for mineral deposits very much ro*cuibles 
play at 'blind mau>s buff,' and a geo- 
logical survey would in a groat raeasuro 
remove the handkerchief t rom tbe eyes. 
Ia a country so large and, in great 
part, so difficult to penetrate, a knowU 
edge of the genoral formations would be 
of incalculable valuo to tho prospaotor. 
As has been statod in a previous article, 
th, Dominion possesses a vory efficient 
jreou^jcat staff, and hus Bet apart a 
fund o<: g io0,00O for tho purpose of car. 
rying on surveys extending over five 
'ould not appear unroason- 



bbdI, and that is provision for negotiating, on 
the oredit 0[ tb" Dominion, a loan for tbe 
construction of efficient water works for this 
eitv- Wa tn»y be told that this is a subject 
ol too purely a local and Municipal charac- 
ter to »Dtfli into the list ol coDiliiions. Al« 
thootjh in a great moaBuro local, yot wa 
olcim lor this question colonial, nay national 
breadth and importance. The early intro- 
dootioa of in nmple Biipply of good, wbole- 
aoma waif is essential to the very existence 
ol Viotoria. Tho whole colony ia surely in- 
teie»icd io ibe prosperity of in chief rnari* 
tirr.e and oomnieroiul city. Tho Dominion 
ia conoerned jn tha advancement and com- 
mercial prosperity of its chiol outlet on the 
PfloiSc. Tha matter fs undeniably looal j 
bat yet it possess* sufficient general in- 
terest to joatily ui n asking the Dominion to 
lend ua 6 morse' Of its credit lor such a pur- 
pose. iDdeeJ a " objections of this sort 
must vaoi sh before tbo lact that tbe Domin- 
ion Go vefment. v»s found willing to under- 
take precisely similar duties with respect to 
„ lets important colony. The public will 
certaiuly expect tha Legislation Council to 
supply this ouii'fion — one involving ouch 
Uifluig considerations to the Dominion, but 
fraught with importance to U3,

i History of the New IVace River Mines

Tho suspicion which immediately attached 
itself to tbe statements of toe Uoverninont 
• party on their return to G;uosnuluioutu 
sprang chiefly from thair notions, and but 
for llio severe criiicistns ol the press nod the 
pressure ol public opinion it u ant likely 
that tbe details wbiob gradually leaked out 
would have Veen known at nil from them 
this season, Immediately niter iheir return, 
independent of tho money deposited by Hum- 
phreyH at Jiur ker vi Ilo, who all tlnou^h was 
not only extremely reticent, but denied even 
to his frieuds that lliere was anything 
worth rotutning lor, tlioy were known to bo 
purchasing provisions, toolc, etc, ou a lurgo 
scule and olberwite preparing to make a 
speedy return, it wus naturally asked how 
could these men, who a tew months pre* 
vioiiBly had no money amongst them, bo 
able to do all these things if Ibey had not 
brought back a largo sum from the minoB? 
Daring this discutt-iuu a lotior was rocoived 
at Quesuelmouth Iroru Mr Ogdcn, II B Go's 
ogoul at Stuart's Luke, elatiog that he also 
hml received Irorn thorn on the r way down 
$2500 iu gold dust for provisiono, and if 
tbey could at the same time have purchased 
toola from him the presumption is tbey 
would not have returned until the end of 
the present year. Nonplussed by this evi- 
dence against them they hastened their de» 
parturo, but not. before one of tho party, 
when a little ' under tbe influence,' admitted 
that Ibo gross aniouni taken out in 3:> days 
work by tbe Government party— indepen- 
dent of the Chapman p.iriy of three — am- 
ounted to about $8,000, on amount which 
■with the sum paid to Mr O^den, the sum de- 
posited tiy Humphreys ond different olhor 
sums paid to parties in Victoria and else- 
where can be accounted tor by outsiders. 

It was now determined upon by certain 
minors in C-riboo to ilifpatoti another party 
at once to l'eace River to u^oertaiti the real 
truth in tho short' at possihlo time; and two 
well-known men, Dermis Kane, and li Syl- 
vester, were sclocted. That these men faith- 
fully psrfotmed tho urduouB duty required ol 
tbem is ehown by the lollowing extract from 
the Cariboo Sentinel ol lit!) December, 1 869, 
by which it will bo seen tbey overtook tbo 
ex-government part/ who had already start- 
ed back to the uiiuig, by the lime they 
reached Fort St Jurnea: 
'Tub Peace Rives Parties. — Information 
' as to the progress of the Peace River parlies 
leaohed Quesnelmouth a few days ago. All 
tho boats bad arrived at Stuart's lnbo on the 
27ib November. Kane and Sylvester, who 
wetu by the Telegraph company's trail, had 
arrived first at Furl St James, and had left 
before the other parties, who went up the 
river m boats, arrived thero. It is esid that 
the ex-goverument parly were ver muoh 
put out at this, and two of them, on learn- 
ing that tbey bad been passed, immediately 
set out in a canoe to overtake the quicker 
travellers, and arrive at the new diggings in 
time to take their choico of olairns. The 
ex-government party bad expressed great 
disiatisfacti in at one of thiir number, wbo. 
while at Quosnelmuuth, had beon too com- 
municative — that is to say, he had told more 
of tho truth about the new diggings than had 
been dosired und agreed upon by the resi. 
All reserve now appears to bo dispensed 
with, and tbe parly generally acknowledged, 
while at Fort St James, that tbe diggings 
were far richer than ihey bad reported them 
to be. So far all have been very fortunate 
as regards weathor. There was no ico in 
Si'uart's lake, aud if Like Tatlah were also 
open tboy would meet with no dtllieulty in 
reaching the diggingV. Judgiug from tho 
weather here, where wo are probably 2000 
feet higher llian at any point on the way, 
except the pass between Lake Tatlah and 
tho new mines, we snould think that all th8 
parties would easily reach their desiinaiioa. 

Shortly previous to reaching tbe mines 
Kane and Sylveaier, not knowing the routo, 
iu turn wero overtaken by the qaiok travtl- 
crs of the ex-jjovernrnenl P'' r ty, who adopt 
ed all sorts of dodg>s tc elude und leave 
thorn behind. Finally ihey compromised the 
Blatter on condition that the ex-goverument 
parly should he allowed first to select, Iheir 
ground, and Kane should afterwards s'ake 
oil lor hiinsolf and purty. Under tlm ar» 
rangement tbey tr»vgied together to Vital's 
creek und thus Kan- 5 , and his associate had 
full opportunity ol teeing and hearing every- 
thing that had been done by the first expedi- 
tion. Sylvester was then left in charge of 
the ground now known as (he Adair claim, 
aud Kane returned to Barkervillu aud made 
tbo following; report which wu extract Irorn 
tho Cariboo Sentinel of 10th Dee, on account 
of its supplying lull information us lo tbe 
route; — 

Mr Dennis Kane returned to Barkeivilie 
pertxpre.is from Queinelmouth on Thursday, 
having just arrived hotn ihe now rninea. 
The country in which the mines nio situated 
is known as the Ominecn country. Mr K 
left (Juusmlmoiiili on ihe 30th October, to- 
gether wiih Mr K Sylvester, for iho new 
diggings. Ihoy took wjib thorn sovon 
hors'.fl laden with provisions and started ou 
tbo telegraph trail opposite Quesnelmouth 
and arrived ui Sluasi's Lake on November 
11th. 'I he trail was very good all tbo way 
to Fort Frasor on Fraeor Lake, a distunce of 
about 1G0 miles Iron Quesnelmouth. From 
Pert Fraser to Smart's Lake, or Fort St 
James, a distance Q.I about 40 miles, the trail 
is obstructed in many places by burned 
timber and a yutde is necessary. The 
only guide ibis party bud was a Hudson 
Bay horse, which ku»w (he loud and led 
them ealely to their destination^ At Ntc» 
haren Giver, beloro arriving at Fraser Lake, 
they were detained a half day in crossing. 
Mr P S Ogden kindly furnished them with 
a canoe aud two men, aud tt.o auimulc ^ot 
over by swiumiing. Fnun I luesnnlinoiiih to 
Frastr Lake they found an abundance o', 
grass on Iho trail, ami fur the di'touae in a' 
mountainous country, i,buy thought it the 
beat buil ihey hud over passed over. 
Kane and Sylvosiur proceeded in a boat 



art's lako about 37 miles they oame to 
Tromley river. Thenoo they followed up 
Tromley river about 27 miles which brought 
them to Tromley lake. This lako is Irorn 4 
to 5 miles wide and apparantly of great 
length. In order to reaoh the narrowest 
point for crossing to Tatlah river they had to 
coast along the left side of the lake lor about 
9 miles. From Tromley lake to lake Tatlah, 
up Tatlah river, tbe disianoe is about 22}{ 
miles, still water all the way. On reaching 
Tatlsh lake they proceeded to a poiot 
on the northeast side, up the lake a dis- 
tance of CO miles to tbe place known an the 
Landing, wbiob is tbe end of boat navigaw 
tion. Tbe wbole distance by boat from 
Stuart's lake or Fort St James without a 
poriage to the Landing is about 160 miles, 
and was made iu eix days. After leaving 
the Landing thon commenced their greatest 
difficulty, it requiring five days to travel a 
distance of fifty miles to V ial crook. On 
arriving at the orook tbey found Vital La 
Foroe — after whom the ersek is named — a&d 
Pat Kelly, wbo had been mining and pros- 
pecting until obliged to cease irom extreme 
cold weather. 

On Vital creek Mr Kane saw that work 
had been done in spots for foor or five hun- 
dred feet, but no stakes bad been pnt down. 
On the 29th Nov Hawkins and Grant, of 
the discovery party, arrived on tho creek 
and immediately selected ground, lenviug 
(be ground claimed by Chapman and com- 
pany. Kane and Sylvester located ground 
above. Tbe first work on the oreek ia about 
1 \i aulas from the mouth. The diggings, 
where worked aro from two to four feet deep, 
growing daepor further up tbe stream. The 
oreek is about tbo same in appearanoe along 
a distance of one lo two miles above where 
it had been worked, and then it divides into 
two branohes and becomes steeper,

Sirt Arthur and Lapt Kcnmidt. — Wo 
have been favored with a copy of the West 
Africa Liberator, ol the lltb Deoornber last, 
which contains a long account of tbe recep- 
tion of Sir Arthur Kennedy, Lady Konnedy 
and Mfss Kennedy upon thair return from 
England: Sir Arthur is Governor>inrChief 
of ihe West Africa colonies, and bis admin- 
istration would seem to have given very gene- 
ral satisfaction to the people, if we are lo 
judge from Ihe enthusiastic deaoripiioo of 
his reception and the tons of the numerously 
signod addresses. Lady Kennedy was also 
the recipient of an address cxprassiog the 
popular satiafaation at her return. The many 
friends of Governor Kennedy and hj» family 
in this colony will be glad to learn that tbey 
occupy so high a place in popular regard. 

The Pall Mall Gazelle having expressod 
some very natural suspicions tbat the British 
Columbian potjtion was the produotioo of 
AmerioBn politicians, Mr Vincent Colyer 
declares it was signed by citizens of Victoria 
without any outside influence wbalever- To 
this the Torouto Globe rejoins; 'Very likely, 
but tbat there was plenty of American inside 
influence at work, there i* no doubt. Bntiab- 
born subjects don't employ adventurers of 
tbo Colyer stamp to carry petitions to 
loreigD rulers. But, really, Ihe thing is not 
worth controversy. Vineant Oolyers are as 
great a nsisance to tbe Washington Cabinet 
as to other people — only, like all bores, they 
worry you less if you don't attempt to show 
them your own opinions. 

The Tklkqrai'H. — Arrangements are be- 
ing mado for the putting of tbo southern 
line in a complete state ol efficiency, lie- 
pair-teams and workmen will bo Bent through 
the timbered country with instructions to 
renew poles, wire and insulators and to cut 
and slash among the trees until a broad 
avenue on either side of iho line shall have 
been cleared. With these arrangements 
carried out, there will be seldom came of 
complaint that tbe wires are dowo.

Lo.vduN/ FeJ» 1/) — Tho Times D" - ° 
morniuc reviewing tbo dohuto last 
t,yj«)ing in Parliament, rcjoicos that 
tho Govornment 1ms adopted tho idon 
so often advocated in the Columns of 
that paper, viz, the withdrawal of tho 
troops from Canada. Tho Times ad- 
mils tbat Canada is an English colony 
liable to be invaded in case of war; yot 
poaceisso assured that it is ioolish to 
provide now for its rupiuro. 

Tho woather is again fair though 
oold. 

Tho Houso of Lords transacted no 
business cf importance and adjourned 
ourly to enable their lordships to attond 
tho Commons where tho now Irish 
Land Bill waB to ho introduced. 

In tho Commons tbe galleries wero 
crowded. Notices were givou of bills 
to relieve tho bishops from attendance 
in Parliament; to reduce tho rates of 
paper and letter postago. Denial was 
mado on the part of the Government 
that any negotiatons had been ontered 
Upon for u ronewal of the commercial 
treaty with Franco. Gladstone then 
asked leuvo to bring in u, bill for land 
reformation, after which ho introduced 
tho Irish Church Bil'. Other measuros 
to moot Uio J-'iinauds in Ireland wero 
promised* 

lie loviewed the land question in Ireland 
at length, comparing tho Irish land tenure 
with that ol England uud Scotland, and re« 
counted the grievances ol the Irish tonantry, 
and alluded to the failures of half a cen- 
tury of legislation to aflonl relief; be then 
enumerated the features of the bill, it pro- 
vides for the security of tonato and 
ii crease the facilities ol transfer and 
purchase of land for loans to the tenant desir- 
ing to buy, and to landlords to enable them 
to retain the land. Tho new law is lo bo ad' 
ministered by a court of arbitration, Tho 
Ulster customs aro to be recognized in tho lm> 
provement, giving the vuluo to the tenants 
who are to be subject to execution for non- 
payment of rent. Claims against tenants aro 
barred. Notices to quit aro to give tho tenant 
» year's time from the end of the current yeor, 
and tho county fees aro to he divided between 
landlord* and tenants. The bill will ho read a 
second lime ou tho 7ih of March.
